sonable grounds to believe that such person 
committed the offense.” 

Judge Fake also quoted the statutes to the 
effect that no prisoner should he discharged 
for any insufficiency of the complaint. He 
called attention to the fact-that, notwith- 
standing the long drawn out contentions of 
the defense, no complaints ever had been 
commenced in Cook county in the name of 
the people of the state of Illinois. 

“The system of criminal prosecution in- 
augurated in Illinois,“ Judge Fake continued, 
“since 1874 has since been maintained in 
this state, and the legislature, judiciary, and 
bar have recognized it to be of constitu- 
tional sanction.

BRILLIANT PAGEANT BRINGS 
BACK BYGONE GLORIES. 


Mark Twain, Pleased Spectator at 
Revival of English Custom, Says 


Affair—Entire City in Representing 
Episode of Frideswide—Scene Lit- 
tle Changed from Time of Mailed 
and Armored ‘Warriors. 


[BY CABLE TO THD CHICAGO TRIBUNE. } 

OXFORD, June 27.—To the unprepared 
stranger arriving here today it is probable 
that the first impression would have been 
that half the populace was playing fool. He 
would have seen men garbed as ancient 
Britons and Saxons, mailed as medieval war- 
riors, particolored jesters, robéd and hosed 
Tudorites, and so on down to the eighteenth 
century, walking, bicycling. motoring, or rid- 
ing in carriages in the streets. 

All were moving purposely to one point, a 
beautiful meadow, where a historical pageant 
was to be formed. Thousands of visitors 
thronged the streets and roads, filling them 
in the unusual life. 


Scene Little Changed with Ages. 

The pageant began with a scene little al- 
tered in the course of ages, and few at first 
were aware that it had begun. It was the 
opening incident of the episode of Frideswide, 
and the first to appear represented ancient 
British shepherds driving a flock of sheep. 
Thereafter the pageantry developed rapidly 
and smoothly, the performers moving in a 
brilliant concourse, often with magnificent 
color effects, to the final tableau, wh all 
the participants, numbering more than 3,000, 
massed afoot and on horseback. 

Amid so many fine scenes, some peaceful 
and some warlike, it would be difficult to 
select the best. Possibly, however, the final 
scene overwhelms the other recoNections. 

It began more or less quietly with the visit 
of George IIL to an Oxford fair. With a 
mixed crowd of fine ladies and town and 
country folk, he was seen appfoaching up 
the Cher in a state barge with the queen and 
six children. 


Twain a Pleased Spectator. 

As he moved through the fair, from all 
sides, across the seven bridges of the Cher, 
from under the distant arch meadows, and 
from the line of the battlements there pressed 
forward the whole splendid pageant of a 
thousand years. Between 8,000 and 4,000 per- 
sons and 800 horses were massed in disarray 
between the arms of the river. 

Of the sweep of color in this historic host, 
backed by such greenness as only belongs to 
Oxford lawns and trees, no words can give 
a suggestion. Those who missed it missed 
What was likely to have been the supreme 
triumph of pictorial drama. 

Mark Twain saw the pageant, and said sub- 
sequently: “It was beyond anything I ever 
imagined. I never meant to journey over 
any sea again, except to my own funeral, 
but I would cross the Atlantic twice to see 
this pageant again.“

CLEMENCEAU FACES ALL HIS EN- 
-EMIES IN PARLIAMENT. 


All of His Former Supporters in the 
Chamber of Deputies Turn Against 
Him—Score of Interpellations Cov- 
ering the Employment of Troops 
and the Bloodshed in tke South to 
Come Up in Parliament Today—One 
Demands His Impeachment. 


PARIS, June 27.—The premier, Eugene 
“Clemenceau, tomorrow may have to face one 
of the most serious ordeals of his remarkable 
career. All the extreme left groups with 
which he has been affiliated in the pest are 
now on the warpath because, as they allege, 
since May 1 he has resorted to methods of 
repression characteristic of the reaction- 


eries. 

The entire representation in the rebellious 
region of the south, irrespective of party, is 
also against him. Almost a score of inter- 
pellations have been introduced in the cham- 
ber of deputies, covering the general policy 
of the government, the employment of troops, 
the bloodshed in the south, and other mat- 
ters of vital importance. 


Want to Impeach Him. 


M. Blanc, unified socialist, this afternoon 
was dissuaded only with difficulty by his col- 
leagues from demanding M. Clemenceau's 
impeachment. 

But the premier’s resourcefulness is tradi- 
tional. He has been the hero of so many. par- 
liamentary battles that his friends believe he 
will turn the tables on his enemies and tri- 
umph again tomorrow. The moderate repub- 
licans indorse his course, and many members 
of the right, although they bitterly opposed 
bim personally, probably will vote in the 
present crisis to sustain the ministry. 


Business Interests Alarm od. 


Business interests throughout the country 
are genuinely alarmed at the growing de- 
moralization and disorganization that per- 
vades the masses, and the general senti- 
ment favors a more conservative rather than 
a more radical government,

BEBEL ROILS AN EXPLORER. 


Reads from Dr. Peters’ Book That Au- 
thor Gave Negro Emetic to Re- 
cover Stolen Fowl. 


MUNICH, Bavaria, June 27.—The suit for 
calumny brought by Dr. Peters, the African 
explorer, against the Münchener Post 
reached a climax of interest today through 
the confronting of Dr. Peters with Herr 
Bebel, the socialist leader in the reichstag, 
who for eleven years had regaled the reiche- 
tag intermittentiy with references to the ex- 
plorer's so-called atrocities. 

Today Peters claimed that Herr Bebel, 
being also an energetic gentleman, 
have acted in precisely the same way as he 
had done in Africa. 

Herr Bebel created a sensation in the court- 
room by reading a pagsage from Dr. Peters’ 
book describing his punishment of a negro 
servant who stole a guinea hen. He first 
gave him an emetic, “ to get back the stolen 
hen so far as possible; secondly, gave the 
servant twenty-five strokes with a whip; 
and, third, caused him to be placed in chains 
all day.

ARBITRATION IS FIRST ISSUE 
FOR THE HAGUE CONFERENCE. 


Efforts Will Be Made by Delegates from 
United States to Make Tribunal Per- 
manent—Floating Mines a Factor. 


. 


THE HAGUE, June 27.—All,the delegates 
to the peace conference agree that the urst 
important sitting will deal with arbitration, 
which many of the powers, chiefly the United 
States, desire to strengthen to such a point 
as to make it become an institution which 
gradually will lead to the abolition of war 
among nations, as confidence in the justice 
of ordinary courts gradually led to the aboli- 
tion of dueling among citizens. 

The principal efforts in this direction are 
concentrated in an effort to render The Hague 
arbitration tribunal really permanent, giving 


it such power, prestige, influence, and im- 


partiality as to command universal confi- 
dence. 

The greatest difficulty is the system to be 
followed in the selection of judges, as upon 
their integrity and high character will great- 
ly depend the success of the permanent ar- 
bitration“eourt. 

Besides the proposition regarding arbitra- 
tion Italy will present a proposition against 
that of Great Britain on the laying of auto- 
matic floating and submarine mines, as Italy 
needs mines to defend her 5,000 miles of coast, 
and also will present an amendment to the 
French proposition on the opening of hos- 
tilities, not agreeing tq. any delay between a 
declaration of war and the opening of hos- 
tilities.

| Makers Want Higher Price While 


Roads Say They Are Now 
Paying Enough. 


New York, June 27.—Leading railroad of- 


clale and tatives of the steel rail 
manufacturing companies held an important 
m today to consider the stabjlity and 
safety of the steel rail now in use 
on the 1 railroads throughout the 
United tes. 


There was a general discussion at the 


offices. of the United States Steel corpora- 
tion, and it was decided to request the joint 
committee of experts, which was appointed 
by the American Rallway association and 
the makers of steel rails, to report at a 

— conference their conclusions on the 


"Teen experts have been making an in- 
„ of the manufacture of steel rails 
in Pittsburg and other citiés with the view 


| of ascertaining whethor any defects in rails 


resulted from the processes of manufacture. 
They have made no report so far of their 
findings. 

Rails Not Heavy Enough. 

There have been frequent reports recently 
that the present steel rail is not calculated 
to withstend the usage to which the in- 
creased traffic of the country has subjected 
it, and with a view of reaching some definite 
conclusion on the question the meeting today 
was called by E. H. Gary, chairman of the 
United States Steel corporation. The con- 
ference lasted several hours and was at- 
tended by over a score of railroad officials 
and railmakers. 

Mr. Gary has taken the position that the 
steel to meet any re- 


corporation desires 
quirement that may lead to the production’ 
of a rail which will be capable of standing: 


any strain to which it may be subjected by 
heav locomotives and increaged tonnage. 

Several railroad officials have been quoted 
as saying that the present 100 pound steel 
rail does not come up to the specifications 
submitted to the railmakers by the railroads, 
and that ea vier sections must be made 
if traffic is to be handled with safety to the 
traveling public. 

Makers Want Higher Price. 

The railmakers state that the rails are 
being made according to specifications, and 
that wherever rails have been shown to have 
split and broken the immense strain caused

dy the mammoth locomotives and heavy steel 


care pounding on the rails at high speed hes 


deen the cause for the breakage. 


Suggestions have been made that the rail- 


| roads pay an increase of 86 over the present 
Price of $28 a ton for a “ heavier section 


rail. The railroads insist that they are 


paying a sufficient price for a standard steel 


rail of greater weight than now used. 
Gary Gives Out Interview. 
Mr. Gary said tonight: 
“The importance of producing and * 


at all times a rail capable of meeting the re- 
quirements of traffic, however great, was 


' recognised by all, and both the rallroad offi- 


clals and manufacturers discussed the various 
suggestions which have been made in that 
direction. The meeting was in every respect 
harmonious and friendiy. 

It was decided te request the joint commit- 
tee of experts, heretofore appointed by the 
American Railway association and the manu- 
facturers of rails, respectively, to report their 
conclusions for consideration at an adjourned 
mee of the rail manufacturers and rail- 
road o als at a time to be fixed by the chair- 
man of the meeting. 

“ There seems to be no doubt that the manu- 
facturers and purchasers will reach a conclu- 
sion thatis mutually satisfactory to them and 
which wilt be approved by the public.“

EN GET A CHALLENGE. 
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CAPT. EVANS THINKS FRED d. 
KLINE GUILTLESS OF HOLDUP. 
Head of Police Identification Bureau 
Declares Confession of Missouri 
Prisoner Exonerating Alleged Illi- 
mois Train Robber Is Truth—As- 
serts He Has Made Efforts Before 
Pardon Bourd in Behalf of Convict- 
ed Man—Judge Fake Noncommittal 


The innocence of Fred R. Cline, now serv- 
ing a term in Joliet for participating in an 
Illinois train rdbbery, was upheld yesterday 
by Capt. M. P. Evans, head of th police 
bireay of identification.’ t. Bvans be- 
e ves the statement of Harry B. Vaughn, the 
Missouri convict, exonerating Kline, to be 
the truth. Kline was convicted as being a 


‘member of a gang which robbed an lllinois 


Central train Aug. 1, 1004. 

Vaughn is telling the truth I believe,” 
said Capt. Evans. I have never believod 
that Kline was guilty of the train robbery. 
I have appeared before the state pardon 
board a number of times in his behaif, but 
nothing hascome of it. I appeared there last 
month in a last effort to get the man’s re- 
lease. I believe Kline Was a drunken bur 
who didn’t have enough ambition to rob any- 
thing 
x1 Vaughn tried to prove an alibi that he 
was in Indianapofis at the time of the rob- 
bery, but he was not able to get anybody to 
come from that city to give evidence.“ 


Fake Talks of Case. 

Judge Fred L. Fake of the Municipal court, 
as assistant state's attorney, prosecuted and 
convicted Kline. The judge said: 

I cannot recall all the details, but I plainly 
remember the train robbery. A man of the 
name of Birch who is now on the Chicago 
police force identified Kline as one of the 
holdup men, and Kline was partially identi- 
fied by a woman who' was not so certain. 
Kline tried to prove an alibi by showing that 
he was in Indianapolis at the time of the rob- 
bery, but as he was a drunkard and generally 
worthless his story was not believed.“ 

A peculiar phase of the police records is 
that they shew only four men as having 
robbed the train, and the name of Kline does 
not appear, though he was convicted and sen- 
tenced. The names appearing on the offi- 
cial bulletin are Harry B. Vaughn, who 
made the confession exonerating Kline, and 
who was to have been hanged yesterday; Al- 
bert Rosenauer, William Bruce Morris, and 
Jerry Franklin Ferguson. 

Morris, named by Vaughn as ringleader of 
the gang; and Rosenauer were killed in a 
battle with guards at the Missouri prison 
while attempting to escape. A guand was 
also killed. It is not known what became of 
Ferguson. It was the death of the guard that 
resulted in the murder charge against 
Vaughn. 

‘Fails to Prove Alibi. 

The train was held up between Harvey and 
Mattison, III., and $1,800 was taken from pas- 
sengers. The robbers were masked and heav- 
ly armed, and the police admit that the iden- 
tifications were made by their voices, as the 
faces of the men could not be seen by the vic- 
tims of the robbery. Kline was arrested as 
a suspect on Oct. 19, 1904, and was convicted 
nine days later and then mugged for the 
bureau. of identification. On Dec. 6, 1904, 
Kline was sentenced to Joliet, and the rec- 
ords show that he was received at that prison 
on Feb. 7, 1905. 

Previous to his conviction, when it became 
known that Kline was wanted at St. Louis 
for identification, he told the police he was 
anxious to go, feeling that he would .be

In no lines of work open to the uneducated 
do the wages approximate anything like 
those paid to even the poorer grades of do- 
met-ic servants. Negro servants in many 
cities, who can neither read nor write, and 
who could not by any possibility enter into 
any other line of work, receive from $12 to 
$30 per month, In addition to their board and 
lodging, and practically dictate their hours 
of labor and the things they will and will 
not do. 

In the mill towns of New England girle 
will ga into a factory where they are com- 
pelied to work incessantly for ten hours a 
day and receive at the end of the week not 
over $5 for their work. They are compelled 
to pay their own board and lodging and are 
infinitely worse off from an economic point 
of view thar if they had accepted any of: 


the numerous offers of domestic service. 

It is reported to me from Ellis island, where 
hundreds of thousands of women immigrants 
have been received, that they all show the 
same disinclination toward domestic serv- 
ice. Most of them are pitifully poor, do not 
understand the language, and have no pros- 
pects of any great improvement in their con- 
dition during their own. lives. Repeated ef- 
forts have been made to establish employ- 
ment bureaus in connection with the immi- 
gration service. They have ali failed because 
the government cannot undertake to do more 
than supervise the landing of the immi- 
grants, and the moment they are free from 
Elis island they make a bee line for the 
tenement district, the sweatshop, and the 
poverty which accompanies those conditions. 


Anything but “Hired Girl.” 

Thie reversal of all the ordinary theories 
as to supply and demand is peculiar. No 
such conditions exist in any otifer line of 
women's work. The women who have to 
earn their living go about it in a methogical 
way in every other line of work. hey 
serve an apprenticeship in the factory, and 
are willing to toit for long hours in the 
hope of being promoted after a-year or two. 
They study stenography and typewriting la- 
boriously, and fit themselves for the highest 
grade of office work. They begin as young 
girls in department stores, stand on their 
feet all day long, are promoted every year 
or two on a 50 cent basis, and at the end do 
not reach a wage earning capacity which. is 
at all comparable with that of a goed servant 

In every other Une of work except that of 
domestic service the supply of the labor 
more or less exceeds the demand in ordinary 
times. In the domestic field, even when 
money is tightest and times are hardest, 
the demand for servants coptinues, and the 
wages are not appreciably. reduced to corre- 
spond to the lack of income for the head of 
the house. . 

Shun Badge of Servitude. 

It is practically certain that there is but 
one reason for this extraordinary reversal of 
all the principles of political economy. It is 
that the women dislike the badge of servitude 
involved in domestic work, coupled as it is 
with practically continuous hours and a dis- 
tinct subordinate place in the household. 
Every shop girl and and factory girl I have 
talked to on this subject tells the same story 
—each one wants definite hours and prefers 
hard work for a specified period to lighter 
work and better wages practically for the 
whole of the day. The Sunday holiday isa 
great factor with many. 

A large majority also take into considera- 
tion the fact that they can quit work at 6 
o'clock, and either be at home with the mem- 
bers of their own family or have an oppor- 
tunity to enjoy social distractions of the kind 
peculiarly dear to the femihine heart: Some 
tell me that they prefer to work for a man 
rather, than a woman, and that they can 
stand the system of a large shop or factory 
better than the somewhat indiscriminate 
work in a household.
